FOREIGN NEWS. 

Gambetta says:—‘' No man of sense can 
doubt that in ten years we will see Russia 
at Constantinople, Prussia in Holland, Bel- 
gium and Trieste, and the whole control of 
the whole world delivered over to those 
Pewers. The Czar looks further eastward, 
towards the Evglieh posseesions. I 
myself,” said Gambetta, ‘‘ that the English 
people now see the error, and will hold 
the Ministry responsible when Parliament 
meets.” 

Lonpon, Jan. 26.—The Anglo-American 
Committee, composed of eminent political, 
legal and military men, will shortly publish 
an exhaustive report on the fishery question 
and other points of difference between the 
United States and Canada.

Our article of week before last, reepecting 
the peychological power exercised by cer-

Indeed, she assured us that if, in 
the hurry of her duties, she omitted to be- 
stow upon the girl in question sowe epecial | 
mark of recognition, the result would be | 
that the child would cry herself into a spell 
of illness which would sometimes last a week, 
Our informant averred tha’ «be bad never | 
associated with this pupil ou: ofsc'ool- hours, 
and yet ber daily tasks were made a burden 
and weariness tu her because of the wild and 
persistent adoration of one of whom rhe 
could veither make a friend nor companion, 
This teacher thinks, with us, that this ua- 
patural and inordinate affection, which is so 
common between women, is the result of aa 
abnormal mental or physical condition in one 
or both of the perrons who are its victims, 
and abe earnertiy desires to see it ecrentific- 
ally explained. 

We have also had several letters trom pa- 
rents thackiog us for taking hold of this sub- 
ject, aud offering further testimony as tothe 
frequency ef cases such as we commented 
upon, “A Father” psaye: ‘I distinctly 
recognize the ‘grass widuw' mentioned by 
you as one whotemporarily eo infatuated my 
young daughter as vo drive ber—by exciting 
ber jealousy—to an attempt to commit eui- 
cide.

Fortanately a physician was tummoned in 
time to reiieve her of the poison, and the 
stomach-pump not only removed the fluid, 
but with it the morbia love sbe entertained 
for a bad, intriguing woman.”

Remarkable Diseceverics of Bolling | 
Springs, (icyecrs, Ac. 

For many years past the ferra incognita 
of the United States has been tho region 
forming the head waters of the Yellowstone 
River, to the porth of the Wind River Moun- 
tains, Traditions have prevailed for a long 
time of the existence there of a large lake, 
and of boiling springs aud spouting foun- 
tains, of ternfic waterfalls, and oth«r won 
erful works of nature. Trappers bave 
looked into the mysterious region from the 
summits of the neighboring mountains, but 
did not dare any nearer approach, owing to 
the physical obstacles and the fear of In- 
dians, Colonel Reynolds, in his last expedi 
tion into the Upper Missouri region, in which 
he was accompanied by Dr. Hayden as geolo 
giet, aimed to reach the locality referred to, 
but was prevented by deep snows and other 
impediments, We now learn from a Mon- 
tana journal that a party of bold explorers 
from Helena, fourteen in number, under the 
lead of General H. D. Washburne, bave at 
last solved the interesting problem, having 
visited the country, and returned, after an 


discoveries. They left on the 17th of Au- 
gust, and proceeding to Fort Ellis, were 
there joined by an esvort of five soldiers, 
Leaving this fort on the 22d of the menth, 
they continued their route through Boze- 
man’s Pase, and after a short time reached 
the valley of the Yellowstone, Up this 
stream they advanced for several days, until 
they arrived at the Great Fall on Cascado 
Creek, This was found to be upward of 
850 feet in height, and of great magnificence, 
its swift waters flowing afterward through a 
canon in some places 2,000 feet in depth. 
Still farther up the river they came toa 
region abouncing in hot sul bur and mud 
springs, the heated vapors eteaming forth 
perpetually through the openings in the soil. 
Leaving the falis and proceeding up the 
river, they met with another remarkable 
series of springs and mud voloanoes, On 
ene hill they touod a large epring, filled 
with boiling water, gushing up in a basin 
formed of pure, svlid brimstone, Around 
this were other springs of different charac- 
tere, while sulpbur occurred in inexhaustible 
abundance. A series of eprivgs was seen in 
which the mud was constantly bubbling up 
in a kind of thick mash, one of them form- 
ing a volcano, from which the mud was 
ejected to a great height. 
Tbe most remarkable discovery of the 
= , however, was that of a valley abound- 
og in geyrers of enormous dimensions, the 
largest throwing a svlid column of water 
from 150 to 250 feet in height. There were 
a dozen of large size, while the smaller oncs 
were almost iunumerable. As usual io these 
hot springs, the borders were constituted by 
a hardened deposit from the water of a sili- 
cious character and of great beauty, looking 
as if carved out by the art of the eculptor. 
In the course of the expedition a lake of 
steaming bot water was found, 450 yards in 
diameter, resting in a basin which had been 
built up by its own overflow to a height of 
50 fect. The ultimate destination of the 
party—namely, the Yellowetono Lake—was 
ascertained to be a bocy eof water about 
twenty-two miles in Jength aud fifteen miles 
in width, and at a level above the sea (as 
sbown by the barometer) of about 8,000 fect. 
The length of time which the party was 
able to spend io this region of wonders was 
too limited to determine whetber still greater 
marvels might not exist in the neighbor- 
hood; and we presume it will not be long 
before a thorough exploration of the whole 
region will be made, and all ite hidden curi- 
osities brought to light. One of the party, 
Mr. N. P. Langtord, ix, we net hd now 
in the East, fur the purpose of delivering 
some lectures on the subject of the journey ; 
intending aleo to prepare a detailed account 
of it to be published in one of our leading 
magazines,

Popular Delusions. 
| There are certain popular myths most dif- 
ficult to combat, and apparently possessed 
of as many lives as the proverbial cat; in 
fact, there is no killing them, Just when 
you think that you have succeedad in giving 
| a deati-blow to one, it rises ngain endowed 
with fresh vigor. 
| Among the most popular of these myths, 
suitable to the present time of the year, is 
the one that the cold from which we have been 
| recent'y suffering is healthy. ‘ Frightfully 
| cold weather, we say to each other, *‘ bat sea- 
| sonable and healthy.” If by ‘* seasonable” we 
| mean that we expect snow and frost about 
Christmas time, then we are right. The tra- 
| ditions of long-gone years have made us ac- 
| customed to the notion that snow on the 
ground is the proper accompaniment of 
| Christmas carols, and that it needs the biting 
| frost without to make us appreciate the Yule 
| log and the Christmas cheer within. Then 
there are the proverbs—responsible for the 
leng life of many popular myths—about the 
unhealthiness of an open winter—‘‘a green 
| Yule” as it is called, So, though we suffer 
| from the cold both in body and mind, and 
|can with difficulty keep ourselves alive in 
| the frosty weather, we go on repeating the 
old story about the healthiness of such win- 
triness, 

For a few people of vigorous constjtution 
the cold, sharp air may prove invigorating ; 
but that is because they are able to with- 
stand the chilling effects of the biting blast 
—strong enough, in fact, to experience a re- 
action from the results of the frost, and ac- 
tive enough to keep their blood in rapid cir- 
culation by the exercise they can take. But 
for the very young or the old, for invalids, 
and for that great number of persons who, 
though not invalids, are yet not in perfect 
health, the late frosty weather bas been a 
time of the utmost trial. The slowly circu- 
lating blood has moved even more slowly 
under the intluence of the cold; delicate 
throats and chests have been in pain; and 
the cold has cut short the thread of many a 
frail life. The death-rate is considerably 
higher during the frosty weather than at 
other times. 

The brilliancy of a snow-covered land- 
scape, and the vivid enjoyment of skating 
and games on the ice which so many persons 
experience, tend to make us think cheer- 
fully of the *‘ seasonable” weather; but we 
must not forget the suffering that it brings 
for children, for the old, for the delicate, 
and, above all, for the poor. 

Another popalar delusion connected with 
the frost is that it serves to diminish the 
| plague of an over-abundance of insect life. 
Ibis is entirely a mistake. In winter, in- 
sects are cither in the eondition of eggs or 
of torpid larve, which can resist very great 
degrees of cold; and the warm sun of spring 
stirs up the insect world to life which was 
suspended, not destroyed, during the winter 
months. If the celd of winter killed in- 
sects, none would be found in Sweden, in 
Norway, in the arctic regions, the abodes of 
ice and snow. But all travellers know that 
| ia these countries insect plagues, especially 
| mosquitoes, are as active aod annoying as 
| im warmer climates. Still people will go on 
| repeating this, just as they do that about 

the healthiness of the frost. 











Be Led by the Nese. 

The nose acts like a custom house officer 
to the system. It is highly sensitive to the 
odor of the most poisonous substances. It 
readily detects bemlock, henbane, monks- 
hood, and the plants containing prussic 
acid ; it recognizes the fetid smells of drains, 
and warns us pot to emell the polluted air. 
The nose is so sensitive that it distinguishes 
air containing the 200,000:h part of a grain 
of the otto of rove, or the 15,000,000th part 
of a grain of musk. It tells us in the morn- 
ing that our -rooms are impure, and 
catches the fragrance of the morning air, 
and conveys to us the invitation of the 
flowers to go forth into the fields and inhale 
their sweet breath.

There is one infallible proof, constantly to 
be obtained, of the cruelty of the use of 
the check-rein and of ite injurious effects, 
though we believe wery few persoes are 
aware of it. Whenever a bhoree bas been 
worked with a tight check-reio, the corners 
of bie mouth become rew, See, soe 
jand ercntually the mouth vecomes rged 
on each mde, in ome oasesto the extent of two 
incher. Even before the bit has produced 
these vi-ibie effects, if the corner of the mouth 
unier the bit be touched the a: imal will 
fleet as if from hotiroa. Let this be the 
eign wits every master and servent. To what 
are these enlargements attribotable? Woat 
csures them? Nothing but the friction of 
the bit in the efforts the borse to get up 
to bie work. How dreadful to see a borse 
heavy iadeo—bis neck bent into a perfect

Feet and Neuth Disease. 
IMPORTANT TO CATTLE OWNERS, 


We learn that many cattle owners having 
sick cattle, are treating their animals with 
various postrums, some of which are of the 
Most irritating cparacter; for instance, the 
pure ca:bolic acid in crystal, spirits uf tur- 
pentine, corrorive sublimate, cbloride of zinc 
undiluted. Ove cattle owner infermed us 
that he bad applied some of the above 
agente, and we saw at bis place some of tne 
woret cases we have found since the disease 
came amoug us. 

We are rati-fied that carbolic acid is the 
most efficaciuus when diluted with ove bun- 
dred parts of water to one of the pure acid 
for the feet, and a larger dilution to be ap- 
plied to the mouth. We would also suggest 
that the stables where cows are kup’, be 
sprinkled with the diluted acid, and if the 
disease breaks out in one or more snimale, 
the feet of both the sick aud well be washed 
with the carbolic acid ciluted. We have no 
doubt that in many cases it wil! actas a pre- 
ventive, in others mitigate the severty of 
the disease. 

Farmers who have had the misfortune to 
suffer from a visitation ef the foot and 
mouth disease in their stock sbould take 
great pains to cleanse and purify their barns 
before introducing new and sound stock to 
them. Wedo not think it will be safe to 
eel] any hay or manure to be taken to farms 
where no ciscase has appeared, for a 
time to come. We cannot tell how Jong the 
virus will remain, bat we would recommend 
a thorough cieaning, liming, and fumigation 
ae among the simple precautions to be taken.
